AN ORDINANCE OP THE CITY OF SIERRA MADRE. CALI¬ 
FORNIA, ORDERING, CALI.ING, PROVIDING FoA AND 
GIVING NOTICE OF A SPECIAL ELECTION TO BE HELD 
IN SAID CITY ON JUNE 8 , 1971, FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
SUBMITTING TO THE QUALIFIED VOTERS OP SAID CITY 
PROPOSITIONS TO INCUR BONDED INDEBTEDNESS BY SAID 
CITY FOR CERTAIN MUNICIPAL IMPROVEMENTS 

whereas, at a meeting held prior to the meeting at which 
this ordinance Is adopted the City Council, by a vote of at least 
two-thirds of the members thereof, adopted a resolution determining 
that the public Interest and necessity demand the acquisition and 
construction of certeln municipal Improvements, and making find¬ 
ing relating thereto; 

NOW, THEREFORE, the City Council of the City of Sierra 
Madre, California, DOES ORDAIN ns follows: 

Section 1. That a special election be held and the same Is 
hereby called to be held In said city on Tuesday. June 8 . 1971. 
for the purpose of submitting to the qualified' voters of said city 
the propositions hereinafter set forth of Incurring Indebtedness and 
Issuing bonds of said city therefor. In the respective principal 
amounts stated In the respective ballot propositions hereinafter set 
forth, and for the respective objects and purpose set forth In said 
resolution and in said ballot propositions. 

Section 2. That the respective estimated costs of the respective 
municipal improvements described In the ballot proposltloru here¬ 
inafter set forth are as follows: 

Proposition Estimated Cost 

City Hall .$790,000 

City Plan: Parks and Library . 480,000 

That In each case the estimated cost of said municipal Im¬ 
provement Includes the following: (a) legal or other fees Incidental 
to or Connected with the authorization. Issuance and sale of the 
bonds, and (b) the costs of printing the bonds and other costs 
and expenses Incidental to or connected with the authorization, 
issuance aird sale of the bonds. 

Section 3. That the maximum rate of Interest to be paid on 
each said Indebtedness shall not exceed the maximum rate per-, 
mltted by law, to wit seven per cent (7%) per annum, the actual 
rate or rates of Interest on said bonds to be determined at or 
prior to the time of the sale or sales thereof. Bald Interest shall 
bo payable semiannually except that Interest for the first year may 
be made payable at the end of said year. 

Section 4. That the polls for said election shall bo opened at 
seven o’clock A.M. on the day of .said election and shall remain 
open continuously from sold time until 7:00 o'clock P.M. of the 
same day, when said polls shall be closed, except as provided In 
Section 14436 of the Elections Code of the State of California.

It is needed to 
operate systems to purify water, 
clean the air, recycle usable 
materials and dispose of waste. 

Fortunately, electricity is clean, 
flameless and odorless and doesn’t 
create by-products of combustion 
at its point of use. 

On the other hand, when fuel is 
burned in power plants, certain 
by-products of combustion are 


released into the atmosphere. This 
is also true when burning gas in 
homes, gasoline in autos or gas or 
oil in industrial plants. 

Emissions from power plants are 
one of the things we’re working to 
control. In fact, Edison was 
among the first companies in the 
nation to activate extensive air 
pollution research programs. We 
were also one of the first utilities 
to use a low-sulphur, low-ash oil. 
As a result of these programs, 
we’ve been able to make 
significant reductions in 


emissions from our fossil-fuel 
plants. 

Another step we’re taking to 
improve the environment is 
generating electricity at nuclear 
power plants. Since there’s no 
combustion in a nuclear reactor, 
there are no by-products of 
combustion released into the 
atmosphere. 

We are also making steady 
headway with other long-range 
environmental projects. These 
include improving the appearance 
of our transmission towers and 
substations and providing 
underground electric service.

How many people are ' 
supplementing their regular , 
pay check with a second '■ 
job? Leonard C. Isley, Direc- ^ 
tor of the Bureau of the Cen- 
sas regional office in Los ‘ 
Angeles, anno'unoed today 
that information on the sub¬ 
ject will be collected' during ^ 
the week of May 17 from a 
number of households in 
this area. The questions are 
in addition to the .usual j 
ones asked in the monthly » 
survey on employmo.nt and 
lunemploy m e ,n t conducted 
.nationwide by the Bureau 
for the U.S. Department of 
Labor. 

Results of this monthly 
survey provide a continuing ^ 
measure of economic condi- - 
lions in the country. The 
March survey found that 
unemployment, ore a season¬ 
ally adjusted basis, had 
edged up to 6.0 per ce,nt 
from 5.8 per cent in Febru¬ 
ary, and that this increase 
was largely among 16 to 24 
year-olds, many of whom 
were entering the labor 
force for the first time. To¬ 
tal employment remained 
basically unchanged at 78.5 
million.

withdrawal from the war in Vietnam; many of them set¬ 
ting December 31 of this year as the deadline. 

Probably the most amazing of the latter is Senator 
Vance Hartke of Indiana. In an interview in Paris with 
the Chicago Tribune’s bureau chief there, Hartke urged 
that this nation accept a Vietnamese Communist demand 
for suc'li a date “basically regardless” of what might 
happen to the non-Communist South Vietnamese people. 
He also said we should accede to tho other Communist 
demand in the deadlocked talks; overthrow of the Saigon 
goveinment. 

Tho Senator said he had had talks with all four 
delegations at tho mis-named Paris peace conference 
and said in apparent seriousness that he had received 
“unconditional assurances” from the North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong delegates that they would negotiate “flexi¬ 
bly” on an immediate cease fire and the return of U.S. 
prisoners of war as soon as we agree to quit. 

Asked what guarantee there is that the Communists 
actually would negotiate, Hartke said: “The leaders of 
tho other side well know that if they fail to live up to 
their part of the bargain, tho result will only be to pro¬ 
long indefinitely a war that has cost their people far 
more suffering than it has ours.” 

While it is good to know that tho Senator admits 
wo are getting tho best of a bad situation, it seems in¬ 
comprehensible that his excuse for what actually amounts 
to unconditional surrender on our part is “the overwhel 
rrting consensus of American people.” 

Do we really want to be the architects of America’s 
first abject defeat, her first deliberate violation of her 
treaty obligations, her first abandonment to a savage 
enemy the human beings we pledged ourselves to help? 
Is that what our GI’s have died and suffered for? Is 
that what we want to live with in the world from now 
on?

New Law in effect: 


Sections 17900- 
17930 of Business 
and Professions 
Code in Effect 
Jan. 1, 1971^ 


A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

’The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop’’ and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.
